Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1966,  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/67. 

The  work  of  compiling  this  report  was  carried  out  under  the 
aegis  of  my  predecessor.  Dr.  T.  R.  Bennett,  who  resigned  in  Feb- 
ruary 1967  to  go  into  General  Practice. 

Once  again  the  health  of  the  district  has  remained  very  good 
and  there  has  been  no  major  outbreak  of  infectious  disease. 

The  population  of  the  district  continues  to  increase  and  over 
the  past  five  years  it  has  risen  by  1,160. 

The  number  of  live  births  during  this  period  has  varied 
between  150  and  175  per  annum.  The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of 
estimated  population  fluctuated  between  11.57  and  15.10.  In  1966 
at  14.43  it  remained  within  these  brackets,  well  below  the  Nat- 
ional figure  of  17.7 

Between  1961  and  1965  the  death  rate  per  1,000  of  estimated 
population  fluctuated  between  8.97  and  11.41.  In  1966  at  9.55  it 
remained  within  these  brackets,  comfortably  below  the  National 
figure  of  11.7. 

As  before  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  disease  of  the  heart 
and  arteries.  Deaths  from  cancer  have  shown  very  little  variation 
over  the  past  five  years. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  help 
and  welcome  that  has  been  given  to  me  since  my  appointment 
on  1st  June,  1967.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Laboratory  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Guildford 
Public  Health  Laboratory  and  at  the  Group  Hospital  Laboratory  at 
King  George  V Hospital  for  Chest  Diseases.  The  Guildford  Labor- 
atory sends  copies  of  reports  on  all  specimens  examined  for  in- 
fectious organisms  to  the  Public  Health  Department  as  well  as  to 
the  private  doctor  or  hospital  concerned.  Examinations  carried  out 
at  the  Guildford  Laboratory  during  the  year  were: —

Water  Analysis.  — The  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
Gray’s  Inn  Road,  London  W.C.I.,  undertake  the  routine  examin- 
ation (both  chemical  and  bacteriological)  of  samples  of  water.  The 
number  examined  by  them  during  1966  was  20. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

An  ambulance  sub-station  of  the  Surrey  County  Ambulance 
Service  is  situated  in  the  Urban  District  at  Grayswood  Road,  Has- 
lemere.  This  sub-station  has  three  ambulances  and  a sitting  case 
vehicle  is  available.  All  calls  for  ambulances  are  now  made  to  the 
Control  Station  at  Walton  Lodge,  Brighton  Road,  Banstead  (Tel. 
Borough  Heath  53491).  Haslemere  sub-station  is  connected  to  the 
Control  Station  by  teleprinter  and  the  ambulances  are  radio 
controlled. 

PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  Surrey  County  Council  administer  all  personal  health 
services  through  the  school  and  special  welfare  branches.  In 
close  co-operation  with  General  Practitioners,  the  Health  Visitors, 
district  nurses  and  midwives  visit  and  continue  to  care  for  the 
mothers,  young  babies,  sick  and  disabled  at  home.

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IMMUNISATION 


The  same  scheme  of  immunisation  continues  in  force  i.e.,  in 
infancy  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  as  Triple  Imm- 
unisation, with  Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox  separately. 

Reinforcing  doses  of  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  are  given  at  ages 
5 and  10  to  children  who  had  the  primary  course  in  infancy,  and  a 
reinforcing  dose  of  Poliomyelitis  at  age  5 only.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  District  is  supplied  partly  by  the  West  Surrey  Water  Board 
and  partly  by  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supply  is  checked  by  us  independently 
and  frequently  in  accordance  with  the  routine  established  during 
the  years. 

The  fluoride  content  is  less  than  0.1  p.p.m.  from  all  sources. 

The  pH  value  of  the  water  is  checked  regularly  throughout 
the  year. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  two  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  Urban  District  continued 
to  operate  satisfactorily  and  the  effluent  conformed  with  the  Thames 
Conservancy  requirements. 

A short  sewer  extension  was  made  in  Old  Haslemere  Road, 
Haslemere. 

Consultations  continued  with  the  Ministry  and  the  Council’s 
consultants  regarding  the  modernisation  of  the  Shottermill  Sewage 
Works. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A weekly  rear  collection  of  refuse  is  provided  in  all  parts 
of  the  district. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

This  service  provides  a free  monthly  emptying  of  cesspools  in 
unsewered  areas,  and  is  administered  by  the  Council’s  Surveyor. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

Regular  sampling  for  bacterial  purity  and  chlorine  estimation 
was  carried  out  at  three  Surrey  County  Council  Schools.  Sampling 
was  also  carried  out  at  the  Greater  London  Council  Rural  Centre 
and  at  five  private  school  swimming  pools.

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  work 
carried  out  during  1966. 

During  the  year  2 unfit  houses  were  closed  and  necessary 
repairs  were  carried  out  to  a further  25  houses  at  the  instigation 
of  the  Department.  Again  this  year  there  were  no  applications  for 
Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

Inspections  and  visits  concerned  with  food  hygiene  resulted 
in  many  improvements  to-  shops  and  catering  establishments.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  over  the  past  five  years  there  has  been  a 
small  but  consistent  reduction  in  the  number  of  food  handling 
premises. 

A 10Q%  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the  local  slaugh- 
terhouse was  maintained  and  in  particular  it  was  noticed  that  the 
number  of  cases  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  and  liver  fluke  showed  a 
marked  decrease. 

Under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963, 
approximately  two-thirds  of  the  159  registered  premises  in  the 
district  have  now  received  a general  inspection.  Infringements  found 
were  mostly  of  a non-structural  nature  e.g.,  no  thermometer, 
incomplete  first  aid  boxes,  no  artificial  lighting  in  toilets  and  no 
hot  water  to  wash  hand  basins. 

Control  of  rats  and  mice  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act,  1949  continued  satisfactorily  and  the  Department  also 
dealt  with  a considerable  number  of  insect  infestations. 
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The  support  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  during  the  year  is  much  appreciated.  I also  wish 
to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
assistance  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  good  work 
during  the  year.
